A wnlk of about an hour In-ought us 
to a small clunip of Ireok, from behind 
which we carefully rreonnoitorod, and 
thero, within balfjt mile, wo saw th 
blnls. Very lovoly iho pink mass 
lookod lu tho bright sunlight. There 
wore threo separate clusters of nests, 
every ono of which was occupied, 
while, tho main birds llood aroniu'. 
their heals ralsod high, ns they ovi- 
dvntly sii-pi'dcd lnlscliinf. As 1 could 
not clearly make out witli my glnsses 
tho position of Iho legs of Iho silting 
birds there was laothina for it but a long 
stalk over Ihc intervening slob, and with 
Iho Mating sun now almost vertical. 
The lirst quarter of a mile was conr 
paratlvcly easy, ns wo could creop on 
our hands and knees; but thou wo 
tmni to a point where nothing but 
vermicular million could avail us, and 
for real haul work lot mo recommend 
it to thoso who are content with vory 
aclivo exorcise without nttainiug 
a high rate of progression. The Iropl 
nl sun boat down upon us, halless ns 
wo now word, from a cloudless sky;

Music ill itself coiieiderctl is a pow- 
er, mm! only «. power for refinement, 

bill a power for Christianity. The 
ufChrtsI ai ls are often more potently 
through the gospel sn ng, than through 
the gospel Ipokm. The child no 
hooiiei learns to lisp the iiamo'ol jMti*i 
than it learns to lisp in song of .lean- 
and Ilia love. It is hut the result of 
that scriptural "melody InttM heart," 
that thus so soon melody is made 
with the voice, and later on with all 
manner of instruments, incense melo- 
dy of praise ascending to "Him who 
loved us and gave himself for us," the 
ever patient, gentle, adorahlc, Master' 

"Music in tho Sunday School"! 
What wouldaSunday School be with- 
out intiaic ? 

A meadow without running brooks 
A meadow inclining every day to 
uridiicss. Of cnu rse not one of you 
want such a slate of things, und so 
you have music. You have meadows 
wilh i uniting brooks. Nowjusthow 
to keep these brooks from becoming 
muddy, just how to preserve then) 
bright and beautiful, and clear and 
sparkling, silvery streams of refresh- 
ment, is an important sit rot. I have 
nut learned it all, by a great deal, yet 
a part of it I think, runs on this 
wi«o— 

1st. (dropping I he figure.) As mu- 
sic' in the Sunday School is designed 
as a help to Troth in the Sunday 
School, the words of all Sunday 
School songs should he scriptural. 

The melody of a song, oll'ered for 
UN ill the Sunday School, should not 
save it from unworthiucss if its words 
convey only a pretty sentiment As 
a rule songs learned in childhood re- 
main Willi us through life. A ribald 
song la as hard to forget aa a pure 
song, a falso song as a true song. 
Therefore by all means children 
should be trained to sing the truth as 
well as to speak the truth. The Goe- 
pel Hymns In common use through- 
out the land contain a great many 
beautiful and true songs. True words 
lilted to true melody, but now and 
then, it scorns to me, there creeps in- 
to our Sunday Schools ouo nf those 
seducing melodies, (good enough in 
itself,) that hearing tho taint of mcr- 
eat leutlmeut, works evil, instead of 
guild. I object to such snugs as that 
telling Of tho dead child gone tc 
"gather water lilies for the angels at 
I be door of heaven." ^object to any- 
thing of the kind for uso in Sunday 
School! that exceeds what may be 
said or snug of "the beyond" in 
scriptural way. I couple words and 
music together thus because music in 
I he Sunday School is principally vi 
ual, ami 1 think it is our duly us Sin 
day School workers to sec to it that 
we use not only the best compositions 
but that tho words given in such an 
enticing way lo children, are the 
words that How from tho puro and 
denial fount of life. This brings me 
t» I lie second part of my theme. 1 
mid just now that we should uso llio 
best compositions. Lot me supple 
inenl that by saying ihc most suitablo 
compositions. Manifestly the school 
must determine the character ol llio 
music to ho used. Tho Bible class 
will, of course, be able to sing songs 
that the infant class can't sing. 1 
less yon havo separate rooms, one for 
the primary nud one lor I he inlernie 
diate and advanced scholars, tho su 
poriutendent, or whoever has charge 
of the singing, should alternate be 
tween primary and advanced songs, 
so that tho little tots, and tho hoys 
and girls who think they aro getting 
almost loo big to go to Suuday School 
may be all benefited. For instai 
siipposo wo would havo first that 
sweet tender song, "Jewel*," the 
Unpen joining in wilh all their might 
to tell of .lesus' love to them, the 
smallest of them being the express 
ubjecls of his care : 

"l.tttlct'lillilrcn who lore their Iteilcumcr, 
ftr« Hir Icwela, liieciiinsjowela, 
Hi., loved and llisown."

The melody of a song, oll'ered for 
use in (ho Sunday School, should not 
save it from unworlhiiicss if its words 
euuvcy only a protly sentiment, As 
u rule songs learned in childhood re- 
main with us through life. A ribald 
song is as hard lo forget ai a pure 
song, a falso song as a true song. 
Therefore by all means children 
should be trained to sing the truth as 
well as lo speak the truth. Tho Go* 
pel Hymns iu common use through- 
out the laud contain a 'jreat many 
beautiful and true Bongs. True words 
lilt i'il to true melody, but now and 
I hen, it scome to me, there creeps In- 
to our Sunday Schools one of those 
seducing melodies, (good onougb iu 
itself,) that bearing tho taint ofnicr 
est leutlmeut, worka evil, instead of 
good. I object to such songs as that 
ti lling of the dead ohtld gone lo 
"gather water lilies for tho angels at 
I he door of heaven." ^object to any 
thing of the kind for use in Sunday 
Schools that exceeds what may be 
said or suugof "the beyond" iu 
scriptural way. I couplo words and 
music logotber thus because music iu 
the Sunday School is principally vo 
oal, and I think it is ourdiily asSim 
day School workers to sec lo it that 
we use not only the best composition 
but that the words given iu such ai 
enticing way to children, are the 
words thai How from the puro and 
eternal fount of life. This brings me 
to the second part of my thciuc. 1 
said just now thai we should use tho 
best compositions. I. tit me supple 
ineut that by laying the most miitshlo 
compositions. Manifestly the school 
must determine the character of tho 
music to bo used. The ISiblo cla 
will, of course, beahle to sing songs 
that the infant elan cau't sing. Un- 
less you havo scparat? rooms, one for 
the primary and one lor the Interne 
diate and advanced scholars, the su- 
perintendent, or whoever has charge 
of the singing, should alternate be- 
tween primary and advanced songs, 
so that tho little toll, and tho boys 
and girls who think they arc getting 
almost too big to go to Sunday School 
may be all benefited, for instance, 
suppose we would havo lirst that 
sweel lender song, "Jewell," tho 
li-pers joining iu wilh all their might 
to tell of Jesus' love to them, the 
smallest of them being the express 
objects of bis caro:

Whether the lesson for 
tho hour ho saying llie truths of the 
gospel or singing Ihein, tho teacher 
should Insist on ils being done cor- 
rectly. 

In conclusion gi t the scholars in 
leiesled iu singing by selling apart 
an hour now and then devoted ex 
olusllely to Ik Call their attcntim 
to the mistakes they make, ami im 
press them with tho importance of 
learning one song at a time. Do 
nothing in a careless way. ir you 
want good singing you must work 
for it. Nothing without labor, is 
axiom worth remembering. Success 
nmy seem far oil; lint it is worth toil 
ing for. and when it is readied, look- 
ing back, the difficulties will appear 
Miiall indeed.
